In white stews the meat is covered witn 
cold liquid, brought slowly to the voil, at 
which point the vegetables are added, to 
be removed as soon as they are tender, 
the liquid being then thickened with flour 
or_cornflower. 

Mixed stews, other than those depen- 
dent upon potatoes, are thickened with 
barley, rice, oaimeal, grated carrots, ete. 

Whichever category the stew belongs to, 
the great principle to be observed is slow 
cooking. Once boiung point is reached. 
the cepan must be withdrawn from 
the nse heat, the contents being al- 
lowed to simmer only until they are 
cooked. The saucepan in which a stew is 
cooked must be fitted with a closely fit- 
ting cover. 

Stewing is an economical method of 
cooking, as it enables the cheaper cuts of 
meat to be utilised. Vegetables, if old, 
should be parboiled before being added to 
the stew. As a greasy stew is most objec- 
tionable, care should be taken to free the 
meat from undue fat and to skim the 
stew from time to time. 

Tough meat should be covered with 
cold water, which will render the gravy 
nourishing, even if the meat itself is ass- 
appointing. 

Scraps should be covered with warm 
water, while almost boiling liquid is re- 
quired for meat of superior cuts.
